To  His  Excellency  John  L.  Bates,  Governor. 

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  section  G  of  chapter  249  of  the 
Acts  of  1903,  the  Board  present  the  foUowing  report :  — 

Your  Excellency  appointed,  as  members  of  this  Board  : 
Langdon  Frothingham,  M.D.Y.,  of  Boston,  for  the  term  of 
five  years;  Elmer  W.  Babson,  M.D.V.,  of  Gloucester,  for 
the  term  of  four  years;  George  P.  Penniman,  D.V.S.,  of 
Worcester,  for  the  term  of  three  years;  Henry  S.  Lewis, 
M.D.V.,  of  Chelsea,  for  the  term  of  two  years  ;  Thomas  E. 
Maloney,  V.S.,  of  Fall  Kiver,  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

The  Board  was  duly  organized  on  Jan.  12,  1904,  by  the 
choice  of  Langdon  Frothingham  as  chairman  and  Elmer  W. 
Babson  as  secretary. 

As  required  by  law,  public  notice  was  given  in  several 
newspapers  published  in  Massachusetts,  by  giving  the  details 
of  the  organization  of  the  Board,  and  printing  a  synopsis  of 
the  law  ;  besides  this  required  notice,  postals  were  sent  out  to 
all  known  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, notifying  them  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and 
warning  them  to  apply  for  registration  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  September,  1904,  when  registration  under  section  3 
ceased.  Many  of  these  names  were  obtained  from  lists  of 
graduates  of  all  of  the  veterinary  schools  in  this  country  and 
Canada.  The  Board  endeavored  to  obtain  the  name  of  every 
practising  veterinarian  and  dentist  in  Massachusetts,  in  order 
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to  notify  them  of  the  law;  therefore,  it  will  be  seen  that  it 
has;  douv  more  than  required  to  disseminate  a  knowledge  of 
the  existence  of  the  now  law  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

For  the  purpose  of  registration  the  Board  formed  three 
classes  :  A,  those  who  were  graduates  of  a  school  of  veter- 
inary medicine  recognized  by  the  Board,  and  were  in  prac- 
tice on  or  before  April  16,  1903,  and  who  made  application 
for  registration  on  or  before  Sept.  1,  1904;  B,  those  who 
had  been  practising  continuously  for  a  period  of  three  years 
next  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act,  i.e.,  the  sixteenth  day 
of  A})ril,  1903,  and  who  made  application  for  registration 
on  or  before  Sept.  1,  1904;  C,  those  who  were  graduated 
hut  were  not  in  practice  on  or  before  April  16,  1903,  or 
made  application  for  registration  later  than  Sept.  1,  1904, 
and  those  who  were  not  graduates  and  had  not  practised  for 
three  years  next  }jrior  to  April  16,  1903,  or  Avho  made  ap- 
plication for  registration  later  than  Sept.  1,  1904. 

The  Board  has  held  twentj^-seven  meetings  and  two  ex- 
aminations. 

A  large  number  of  applications  have  been  received,  with 
the  ^accompanying  fees,  from  blacksmiths,  druggists  and 
persons  who  were  not  residents  or  inhabitants  of  the  State. 
Besides  these,  applications  have  been  received  from  many 
others  whom  the  Board  did  not  consider  were  properly  to 
be  classed  as  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  or  branches 
thereof.  All  these  applications  have  been  rejected,  and  the 
fees  returned. 

The  total  number  of  applications  for  registration  received 
by  the  Board  up  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  has  been 
430.  The  total  number  registered  has  been  360.  Of  these, 
209  have  ])een  registered  under  Form  A  as  graduates ;  129 
under  Form  B  as  practitioners  of  three  years'  standing;  22 
under  Form  C  as  those  who  have  been  examined  and  found 
qualified  by  the  Board ;  68  applications  have  been  rejected, 
0  of  which  failed  to  pass  the  examination,  leaving  2  appli- 
cations which  are  still  under  consideration.  Every  applica- 
tion received  has  been  carefully  investigated,  and  none  have 
been  approved  or  rejected  without  due  consideration. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board,  which  according  to  law  have 
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been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  have  been

The  Legislature  appropriated  S.350  for  the  use  of  the 
Board,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  this  was  insufficient  by 
$561.70  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses.  The  Board  con- 
siders that  an  appropriation  of  >^  1,000  should  be  made  for 
the  ensuing  year.

LAW  RELATING  TO  THE  REGISTRATION  OF 
*  VETERINARIANS. 


[Chapter  249,  Acts  of  19<33.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  establishing  a  Board  of  Registra- 
tion IN  VETERINARr  MeDICINE. 
Be  U  enacted,  etc  ,  as  f 'Alow s  : 

Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  con- 
stitute a  board  of  registration  in  veterinary  medicine.  Their  terms 
of  office  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one 
for  five  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  ;  and  the 
governor  shall  appoint  annually  thereafter,  before  the  first  day  of 
December,  beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
one  veterinarian,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  office  for 
five  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  next  ensuing.  Any  mem- 
ber of  said  board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifty  dollars  a  year, 
and  their  necessary  travelling  and  contingent  expenses  actually 
incurred  in  attending  meetings  of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and 
expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  shall  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize 
by  electing  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Said  board  shall  hold 
regular  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  Novem- 
ber of  each  year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and 
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places  as  they  may  determine.  Said  board  may  make  by-laws  and 
rules  not  inconsistent  with  law  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practising  vet- 
erinary medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this 
Commonwealth,  and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a 
recognized  school  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person 
who  has  been  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Com- 
monwealth for  a  period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage 
of  this  act,  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be 
entitled  to  registration,  and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certifi- 
cate thereof  signed  by  its  chairman  and  secretary.  Registration 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  cease  on  the  first  day  of 
September  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  All  applica- 
tions for  registration  under  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  blanks 
furnished  by  the  board,  alid  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the 
applicant. 

Section  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  afore- 
said who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
fee  of  five  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  quali- 
fied by  the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  registration  as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person  who  fails 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  is  therefore  refused  regis- 
tration may  be  re-examined  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
within  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional 
fee,  and  thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  regular  meeting  upon 
the  payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars  for  each  examination.  The 
fees  received  for  examination  and  registration  of  applicants  before 
the  board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  5.  Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  in  writing,  in  English.  There  shall  be 
suitable  questions  to  test  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  applicants 
in  the  following  subjects  :  — Anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal 
parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  prac- 
tice, therapeutics  and  materia  medica. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  act,  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to 
practice  veterinary  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Com- 
monwealth who  does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 
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Section  8.  Any  person  not  registered  as  provided  by  this  act 
who  shall  practice  veterinary  medicine  or  any  branch  thereof  in 
this  Commonwealth  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
upon  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  months, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prohibit  advice  or  service,  in  a  case  of  emergency,  by  a  person 
not  entitled  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  under  this  act,  and  the 
provisions  of  section  nine  of  chapter  seventy-six  of  the  Revised 
Laws  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine  within  the  Common- 
wealth by  physicians  and  surgeons  shall,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
applicable,  apply  to  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  or  any 
branch  thereof  by  veterinarians. 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage.    [^Ajyproved  April  16,  1903.

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  chapter 
249  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Veter- 
inary Medicine  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  1905. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  applied  for  registration 
during  the  year  is  26,  all  of  whom  have  been  examined  ex- 
cept 3. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  rejected  list  who  have 
been  re-examined  is  5,  3  of  whom  have  secured  registration. 

The  whole  number  of  individual  examinations  given  this 
year  is  30.    The  result  is  as  follows  :  —

Nineteen  men  have  therefore  been  registered  as  a  result 
of  examination,  and  two  men  have  been  registered  whose 
applications  Avere  under  reconsideration  at  the  time  of  our 
last  report. 

The  Board  has  registered  379  veterinarians  to  date. 
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It  having  been  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that 
a  certificate  had  been  granted  to  an  applicant  under  the  three- 
3' ear  clause  of  section  3,  chapter  249,  Acts  of  1903,  who 
either  swore  to  a  false  statement,  or  else  that  which  he  con- 
sidered the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  could  not  be  so 
construed  by  the  Board  under  any  circumstances  ;  therefore, 
in  accordance  with  advice  from  the  Attorney-General,  the 
Board  revoked  and  annulled  this  certificate. 

As  in  the  future  the  attention  of  the  Board  ma}^  be  brought 
to  other  cases  where  a  certificate  has  been  granted  to  an  ap- 
plicant who  has  misrepresented  facts  upon  which  depended 
the  granting  of  said  certificate,  or  where  the  holder  of  a 
certificate  has  committed  some  felony  or  crime,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  an  amendment  be  made  to  chapter  249,  Acts  of 
1903,  explicitly  conferring  upon  the  Board  power  in  such 
cases  to  revoke  and  annul  certificates. 

The  Board  has  held  13  meetings  during  the  year,  of  which 
3  were  for  the  purpose  of  examination. 

One  hundred  and  three  complaints  of  violation  of  the  law 
have  been  received ;  but,  as  the  law  makes  no  provision  for 
investigating  complaints,  nothing  very  effectual  could  be 
accomplished  in  this  direction.  As  the  benefit  of  the  law 
comes  chiefl}^  from  its  enforcement,  it  is  recommended  that 
this  Board  be  given  the  same  power  as  that  conferred  on  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  Medicine,  in  chapter  76,  Revised 
Laws,  section  6,  which  reads  as  follows  :  — 

The  Board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  the  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  section  8,  and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  prose- 
cuting officers. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
that  the  services  performed  by  them  and  necessitated  by  the 
requirements  of  the  law  warrant  the  request  for  an  increase 
in  salary. 

The  law  requires  the  Board  to  examine  applicants  in  the 
following  subjects  :  anatomy,  physiology,  materia  medica, 
therapeutics,  bacteriology,  pathology,  animal  parasites,  di- 
agnosis and  practice,  obstetrics  and  surgery.  It  has  been 
found  that  this  work  cannot  be  successfully  accomplished  in 
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one  day ;  and  the  Board  recommends  that  the  application 
fee  for  examination  be  increased  from  $5  to  $20,  in  order 
that  the  Commonwealth  may  be  adequately  compensated 
for  its  expense  in  conducting  the  examination.

249  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Veter-

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Five  men  have  therefore  been  registered  as  a  result  of  ex- 
amination, and  1  man  has  been  reconsidered  and  registered, 
under  section  3  of  chapter  249  of  the  Acts  of  1903. 

The  Board  has  registered  385  veterinarians  to  date. 

The  Board  has  held  8  meetings  during  the  year,  of  which 
3  were  for  the  purpose  of  examination. 

During  the  year  chapter  249  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  under 
which  the  Board  acts,  has  been  amended  by  chapter  503  of 
the  Acts  of  1906,  along  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Board  in 
its  second  annual  report.  Under  this  amendment  the  Board 
has  the  power  to  investigate  complaints  and  refer  them  to  the 
proper  prosecuting  officers.  One  hundred  and  thirty-four 
complaints  of  violation  of  the  law  have  been  received.  Of  this 
number,  30  have  been  registered ;  5  have  been  arrested  and 
found  guilty ;  12  have  taken  up  other  occupations  ;  8  have 
removed  from  the  State ;  48  were  not  true  complaints,  as 
they  were  either  blacksmiths,  livery  stable  keepers  or  prac- 
tical farmers,  who  were  called  upon  by  people  to  do  emer- 
gency work,  and  are  rightfully  allowed  to  do  such  work 
under  the  law;  and  31  are  still  under  investigation,  some 
of  whom  will  shortly  appear  before  police  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth.

LAW  RELATING  TO  THE  REGISTRATION  OF 
^^:TERIXARIANS. 


Chap.  249,  Acts  of  1903. 
An  Act  to  provide  for  establishing  a  Board  of  Registra- 
tion IN  Veterinary  Medicine. 

[As  amended  in  sections  1  and  4  by  chapter  503,  Acts  of  1906.] 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  registration  in  veterinary  medicine.  Their  terms  of 
oflBce  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for 
five  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed  ;  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  annually  thereafter,  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one  veterina- 
rian, qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years  from 
the  first  day  of  January  next  ensuing.  Any  member  of  said  board 
may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  their  neces- 
sary travelling  and  contingent  expenses  actually  incurred  in  at- 
tending meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretary  shall  receive  an 
additional  salary  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  his 
necessary  travelling  and  contingent  expenses,  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  actually  incurred  in  attending  to 
the  necessary  work  of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and  expenses 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
shall  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by 
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electing  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Said  board  shall  hold  regular 
meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November  of 
each  year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places 
as  they  may  determine.  Said  board  may  make  by-la svs  and  rules 
not  inconsistent  with  law  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  vet- 
erinary medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  recog- 
nized school  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person  who 
has  been  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth 
for  a  period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act, 
shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be  entitled  to 
registration,  and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof 
signed  by  its  chairman  and  secretary.  Registration  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  cease  on  the  first  day  of  September 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  All  applications  for  regis- 
tration under  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the 
board,  and  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 

Section  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  afore- 
said who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a 
fee  of  fifteen  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found 
qualified  by  the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  registration  as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person 
who  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  is  therefore  re- 
fused registration  may  be  re-examined  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  board  within  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  without 
additional  fee,  and  thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  regular 
meeting  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  ex- 
amination. The  fees  received  for  examination  and  registration  of 
applicants  before  the  board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary 
of  the  board  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.  §aid  board, 
after  a  hearing,  may  by  unanimous  vote  revoke  any  certificate 
issued  by  it  and  cancel  the  registration  of  any  veterinarian  who 
has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  or  crime  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession. 

Section  5.  Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  in  writing,  in  English.  There  shall  be 
suitable  questions  to  test  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  applicants 
in  the  following  subjects  :  —  Anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  ani- 
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mal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and 
practice,  therapeutics  and  materia  medica. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  act,  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Commonwealth 
who  does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 

Section  8.  Any  person  not  registered  as  provided  by  this  act 
•who  shall  practice  veterinary  medicine  or  any  branch  thereof  in 
this  Commonwealth  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
upon  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  months, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prohibit  advice  or  service,  in  a  case  of  emergency,  by  a  person 
not  entitled  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  under  this  act,  and  the 
provisions  of  section  nine  of  chapter  seventy-six  of  the  Revised 
Laws  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine  within  the  Commonwealth 
by  physicians  and  surgeons  shall,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable, 
apply  to  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  or  any  branch  thereof 
by  veterinarians. 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage.

NARIANS. 


Chapter  249,  Acts  of  1903. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  establishing  a  Board  of  Registration  in 
Veterinary  Medicine. 

[As  amended  in  sections  1  and  4  by  chapter  503  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  in  sections- 
8  and  9  by  chapter  314  of  the  Acts  of  1907.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  registration  in  veterinary  medicine.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  j^ears,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for 
five  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed;  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  annually  thereafter,  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one  veteri- 
narian, qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years 
from  the  first  day  of  January  next  ensuing.  Any  member  of  said 
board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the  governor,  witk 
the  ad\dce  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  members  of  the  Board 
shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  their  necessary 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretaiy  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  his  necessary 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  actually  incurred  in  attending  to  the  necessary  work 
of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
shall  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  elect- 
ing a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.     Said  board  shall  hold  regular 
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meetings  ou  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November  of  each 
year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  determine.  Said  board  may  make  by-laws  and  rules  not  incon- 
sistent with  law  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  veteri- 
nary medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  eveiy  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized 
school  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person  who  has  been 
a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a 
period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be  entitled  to  registration, 
and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  its 
<;haii'man  and  secretary.  Registration  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  cease  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four.  All  applications  for  registration  under  this 
act  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  board,  and  shall 
be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 

Section  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid 
who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee 
of  fifteen  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  qualified 
by  the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
registration  as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person  who  fails 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  is  therefore  refused  regis- 
tration may  be  re-examined  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
mthin  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional  fee, 
and  thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  regular  meeting  upon  the 
pajTnent  of  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  examination.  The  fees 
received  for  examination  and  registration  of  applicants  before  the 
board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  board,  after  a  hearing,  may 
loj  unanimous  vote  revoke  any  certificate  issued  by  it  and  cancel 
the  registration  of  any  veterinarian  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  or  ciime  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 

Section  5.  Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  in  writing,  in  English.  There  shall  be 
suitable  questions  to  test  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  applicants 
in  the  following  subjects:  —  Anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal 
parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice, 
therapeutics  and  materia  medica. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  act,  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  fii^st  day  of  September 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  practice 
T'eterinary  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Commonwealth 
who  does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board.

Section  8.  Any  person  not  registered  as  provided  by  this  act 
who  holds  himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  or 
practices,  or  attempts  to  practice  veterinary"  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  for  each  offence  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  pun- 
ished hj  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

Section  9.  The  pro\dsions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prohibit  ad\ice  or  serrice,  in  a  case  of  emergency,  by  a  person  not 
entitled  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  under  this  act,  nor  to  pro- 
hibit farmers  from  rendering  services  to  their  neighbors  if  they  da 
not  hold  themselves  out  as  veterinary  practitioners  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  the  provisions  of  section  nine  of  chapter 
seventy-six  of  the  Rerised  Laws  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
within  the  Commonwealth  by  phj^sicians  and  surgeons  shall,  so  far 
as  they  may  be  applicable,  apply  to  the  practice  of  veterinary  medi- 
cine or  any  branch  thereof  by  veterinarians. 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  prorided  herein  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section  3.    Said  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  the 
violation  of  the  prorisions  of  section  eight  of  said  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine,  and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  prosecuting 
officers.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  chapter  249 
of  the  Acts  of  1903,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  veter- 
inary Medicine  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
1909. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  applied  for  registration 
during  the  year  is  12,  all  of  whom  have  been  examined, 
and  1  who  had  filed  his  application  in  a  previous  year 
appeared  for  examination.  The  number  of  applicants  on 
the  rejected  list  who  have  been  re-examined  is  4,  none  of 
whom  have  been  registered. 

The  whole  number  of  individual  examinations  given  this 
year  is  16.    The  result  is  as  follows  :  —

Nine  men  have  therefore  been  registered  as  a  result  of 
examination. 

There  have  been  407  veterinarians  registered  to  date. 
The  Board  has  held  6  meetings  during  the  year,  and  2 
examinations. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  received  complaints  against 
14  individuals  for  practising  veterinary  medicine  illegally, 
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which,  with  former  complaints  against  three  other  individ- 
uals, have  been  thoroughly  investigated,  with  the  following 
results  :  — 

Complaints  against  3  were  found  to  be  groundless,  and 
8  are  still  under  investigation.  Five  individuals  have  been 
brought  before  courts  and  their  cases  disposed  of  as  follows  : 
5  were  found  guilty ;  of  these,  3  appealed,  1  was  placed  on 
file  and  1  paid  a  fine  of  $50.  A  warrant  has  been  issued  for 
the  arrest  of.  the  remaining*  individual,  but  has  not  been 
served,  as  he  has  left  the  Commonwealth. 

In  April  and  May  a  copy  of  the  official  list  of  registered 
veterinarians  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  was  sent  to  the 
clerks  of  the  principal  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth, accompanied  by  the  following  information:  "The 
spaying  of  female  dogs  is  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine, 
and  can  be  done  legally  only  by  registered  veterinarians. 
The  accompanying  list  gives  the  names  of  those  whose  cer- 
tificates are  acceptable  in  this  Commonwealth.  No  other 
certificates  are  acceptable." 

A  number  of  said  clerks  have  signified  their  desire  to 
assist  the  Board  in  regulating  this  work  by  accepting  only 
the  certificates  of  registered  veterinarians ;  but  in  order  to 
avoid  confliction  of  statutes,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
words  "  competent  persons,"  in  section  130,  chapter  102, 
Revised  Laws,  be  changed  to  "  registered  veterinarians,"  so 
that  this  section  shall  read  :  ' '  The  fee  of  every  license  shall 
be  two  dollars  for  a  male  dog  and  five  dollars  for  a  female 
dog,  unless  a  certificate  of  a  registered  veterinarian  who 
performed  the  operation  has  been  filed  with  the  city  or  town 
clerk  that  said  female  dog"  has  been  spayed  and  has  thereby 
been  deprived  of  the  power  of  propagation,  in  which  case 
the  fee  shall  be  two  dollars."

Two  of  the  latter  have  been  granted  certificates  to  practice 
by  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Medicine.

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Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  1904,  419 
certificates  of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  7  meetings  and  2  ex- 
aminations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  before  the 
date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and  accompanied  by 
the  fee  of  $15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an  examination, 
showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number,  is  issued  on 
the  receipt  of  this  application;  tickets  are  also  issued  to  re- 
jected applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination,  if  applied  for 
before  the  date  of  examination.^ 

At  least  two  examinations,  "exclusively  in  writing,  and 
in  English,"  are  required  by  law  to  be  held  in  a  year,  and 
these  usually  take  place  during  the  second  week  in  July 
and  J^ovember.  The  time  devoted  to  an  examination  is  two 
days  of  seven  hours  each. 

According  to  law  each  applicant  is  examined  in  the  fol- 
lowing subjects:  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  para- 
sites, obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  prac- 
tice, therapeutics  and  materia  medica.  There  is  usually  an 
average  of  eight  questions  in  each  subject,  and  the  answer  to 
each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100.  The  appli- 
cant's general  average  is  then  computed,  and  if  it  falls  below 
TO  per  cent,  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  name 
of  no  applicant  is  known  to  any  examiner,  with  the  exception 
of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a  number, 
upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  graduates  of  veterinary 
schools  in  good  standing  generally  have  no  difficulty  in 
passing  the  examinations  of  this  Board.  On  the  contrary, 
graduates  of  correspondence  schools  have,  as  yet,  been  un- 
successful. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  6  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine  ille- 


^  According  to  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Board,  applications  for  examination  must  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  secretary  at  least  three  days  before  an  examination. 
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gaily,  and  has  made  3  prosecutions,  of  which  2  were  suc- 
cessful. 

In  the  unsuccessful  case  the  evidence  showed  that  the  de- 
fendant had  done  considerable  dental  work  and  had  received 
a'ood  fees  for  the  same.  The  defense  maintained  that  veter- 
inary  dentistry  was  not  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine.  The 
judge  ruled  that  it  was,  but  also  ruled  that  although  the 
government  had  proved  that  the  defendant  had  practiced 
dentistry  on  horses,  which  is  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine, 
it  had  failed  to  show  that  the  defendant  had  held  himself 
out  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches,  interpreting  the  law  to  mean  that  a  person  may  per- 
form acts  which  are  a  part  of  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine  if  he  does  not  hold  himself  out  as  a  practitioner. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  it  is  never  necessary 
for  the  government  to  show  that  a  defendant  holds  himself  out 
as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  any  of  its  branches 
if  it  is  proved  that  he  has  actually  practiced,  for  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  rendered  an  opinion  on  the  thirteenth  day  of 
December,  1909,  in  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth  i'.  S^. 
Pierre,  in  which  it  states :  — 

Proof  that  the  defendant  acted  either  as  a  phj^sieian  or  surgeon 
was  sufficient  to  support  the  complaint,  which  charged  him  with 
holding  himself  out  as  a  physician  and  surgeon.  .  .  .  (Common- 
wealth V.  Dolan,  121  Mass.  374). 

Also,  at  an  earlier  date  a  similar  opinion  was  given  by 
Chief  Justice  Shaw  of  the  Supreme  Court,  part  of  which 
reads  as  follows  :  — 

We  think  it  not  necessary  for  one  to  profess  to  practice  generally, 
either  as  a  physician  or  surgeon,  to  bring  him  within  the  operation 
of  this  statute,  but  that  it  extends  to  any  one  engaging  in  practice 
in  a  distinct  department  of  either  profession,  and  that  the  de- 
fendant's practice  fonns  a  considerable  department  in  the  practice 
of  surgery.    (Hewett  v.  Charier,  16  Pickering,  353.) 

In  other  words,  although  a  man  may  specialize  in  any 
branch  of  veterinary  medicine,  we  believe  he  comes  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Although  these  opinions  refer  to  the  practice  of  medicine, 
we  believe  that  they  are  also  applicable  to  the  practice  of 
veterinary  medicine,  under  sections  7  and  8,  chapter  249, 
Acts  of  1903,  which  read  as  follows :  — 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  September 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Commonwealth 
who  does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 

Section  8.  Any  person  not  registered  as  provided  by  this  act 
who  holds  himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  or 
practices,  or  attempts  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  for  each  offence  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  months;  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

Under  these  sections  the  Board  has  prosecuted  a  number 
of  unregistered  persons  before  various  municipal  courts  for 
practicing  veterinary  dentistry.  When  the  defendants  in 
such  cases  employ  attorneys,  the  latter  usually  claim  that 
veterinary  dentistry  is  not  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine, 
and  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Board  to  show  that  veteri- 
nary dentistry  is  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine. 

To  make  the  position  of  the  Board  stronger  in  this  matter, 
and  to  show  explicitly  that  veterinary  dentistry  is  a  branch 
of  veterinary  medicine,  it  is  recommended  that  section  5  of 
chapter  249  of  the  Acts  of  1903  be  amended  by  the  addition 
of  the  words  ^'  veterinary  dentistry,"  so  that  it  shall  read :  — 

Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually,  and  shall  be 
exclusively  in  writing,  in  English.  There  shall  be  suitable  questions 
to  test  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  applicants  in  the  following 
subjects:  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  parasites,  obstetrics, 
pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics,  ma- 
teria medica  and  veterinary  dentistry.

LAW  RELATING  TO  THE  REGISTRATION  OF  VETERI- 
NARIANS. 


Chapter  2-19,  Acts  of  1903. 

Ax  Act  to  provide  for  establishing  a  Board  of  Registration  m 
Yeterixaey  ^Medicine. 

[As  amended  in  sections  1  and  4  by  chapter  503  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  in  sections 
8  and  9  by  chapter  311  of  the  Acts  of  1907.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shaU  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  registration  in  veteiinaiy  medicine.  Their  teims  of 
office  shall  begin  on  the  fii-st  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundi-ed  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for 
five  years,  or  until  theii'  successors  are  appointed;  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  annually  thereafter,  before  the  fij-st  day  of  December, 
beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one  veteri- 
narian, qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years 
from  the  first  day  of  Januaiy  next  ensuing.  Any  member  of  said 
board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  each  receive  a  salaiy  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  their  necessaiy 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretary  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  his  necessary 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollai*s,  actually  incurred  in  attending  to  the.  necessary  Avork 
of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasurj^  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January-  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
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shall  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  elect- 
ing a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Said  board  shall  hold  regular 
meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November  of  each 
year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  deteimine.  Said  board  may  make  by-laws  and  rules  not  incon- 
sistent with  law  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro\isions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  veteri- 
nary medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized 
school  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person  who  has  been 
a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a 
period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be  entitled  to  registration, 
and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  its 
chairman  and  secretary.  Registration  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  cease  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four.  All  applications  for  registration  under  this 
act  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  board,  and  shall 
be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 

Section  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid 
who  is  twentj^-'One  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee 
of  fifteen  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  qualified 
by  the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
registration  as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person  who  fails 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  is  therefore  refused  regis- 
tration may  be  re-examined  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
within  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional  fee, 
and  thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  regular  meeting  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  examination.  The  fees 
received  for  examination  and  registration  of  applicants  before  the 
board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  board,  after  a  hearing,  may 
by  unanimous  vote  revoke  any  certificate  issued  by  it  and  cancel 
the  registration  of  any  veterinarian  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  or  crime  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 

Section  5.  Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  in  writing,  in  English.  There  shall  be 
suitable  questions  to  test  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  applicants 
in  the  following  subjects :  —  Anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal 
parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice, 
therapeutics  and  materia  medica. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  act,  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor. 
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Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  September 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Commonwealth 
who  does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 

Section  8.  Any  person  not  registered  as  provided  by  this  act 
who  holds  himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  or 
practices,  or  attempts  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  for  each  offence  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prohibit  advice  or  service,  in  a  case  of  emergency,  by  a  person  not 
entitled  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  under  this  act,  nor  to  pro- 
hibit farmers  from  rendering  services  to  their  neighbors  if  they  do 
not  hold  themselves  out  as  veterinary  practitioners  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  this  provisions  of  section  nine  of  chapter 
seventy-six  of  the  Revised  Laws  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
within  the  Commonwealth  by  physicians  and  surgeons  shall,  so  far 
as  they  may  be  applicable,  apply  to  the  practice  of  veterinary  medi- 
cine or  any  branch  thereof  by  veterinarians. 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


Chapter  503,  Acts  of  1906. 
Section  3.    Said  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  said  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine,  and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  prosecuting 
officers.

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  chapter 
249  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Veteri- 
nary Medicine  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
1911. 

In  December,  1910,  His  Excellency  Eben  S.  Draper,  Gov- 
ernor, appointed  Dr.  Lester  H.  Howard  of  Boston  to  succeed 
Dr.  Henry  S.  Lewis  of  Chelsea,  whose  appointment  expired 
Jan.  1, 1911. 

Eight  persons  have  applied  for  registration  during  the 
year,  all  of  whom  have  been  examined.

Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  190-1,  125 
certificates  of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  6  meetings  and  2  ex- 
aminations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  bv  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an 
examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number, 
is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application  :  tickets  are  also 
issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination,  if 
applied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination. 

At  least  two  examinations,  ^'  exclusively  in  writing,  and 
in  English,"  are  required  by  law  to  be  held  in  a  year,  and 
these  usually  take  place  during  the  second  week  in  July  and 
November.  The  time  devoted  to  an  examination  is  two  day- 
of  seven  hours  each. 

According  to  law  each  applicant  is  examined  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects :  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  parasites, 
obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice, 
therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry. 
There  is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each  sub- 
ject, and  the  answer  to  each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale 
of  0  to  100.  The  applicant's  general  average  is  then  com- 
puted, and  if  it  falls  below  70  per  cent,  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
name  of  no  applicant  is  known  to  any  examiner,  with  the 
exception  of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a 
number,  upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  21  examinations. 
The  annexed  table  gives  a  list  of  the  schools  from  which 
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the  college  men  were  graduated,  and  the  results  of  their  ex- 
aminations. It  also  shows  the  results  of  the  examinations

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "  correspondence 
school "  is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and 
has  no  right  to  issue  degTees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  11  men, 
graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who  assumed 
that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinary  medi- 
cine, yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any 
knowledge  of  veterinary  science.  The  result  shows  the  ab- 
solute impracticability  of  teaching  veterinary  medicine  by 
correspondence.  This  school  uses  the  mails  extensively  to 
send  out  literature  describing  its  efficiency  and  success,  hold- 
ing out  the  promise  to  credulous  persons  that  by  studying 
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its  courses  they  will  be  fuUj  prepared  to  practice  veterinary 
medicine,  and  giving  them  a  diploma  which  represents 
them  as  graduates  from  a  regular  school,  and  from  which 
the  word  ^'  correspondence is  intentionally  omitted.  It  is 
to  be  regi-etted  that  the  United  States  mail  authorities  do 
not  refuse  the  use  of  the  mails  to  this  and  similar  schools. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  10  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally,  and  has  made  4  prosecutions,  all  of  which  were 
successful.  Two  of  these  paid  a  fine  of  $50,  and  the  other 
2  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court. 

In  our  annual  report  for  1910  we  stated  that  under  sec- 
tions 7  and  8  of  chapter  249  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  the 
Board  has  prosecuted  a  number  of  unregistered  persons  be- 
fore various  municipal  courts  for  practicing  veterinary 
dentistry.  When  the  defendants  in  such  cases  employ  at- 
torneys, the  latter  usually  claim  that  veterinary  dentistry 
is  not  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  the  Board  to  show  that  veterinary  dentistry  is  a 
branch  of  veterinary  medicine,"  and  we  therefore  asked 
the  Legislature  to  amend  section  5  of  chapter  249,  Acts  of 
1903,  by  the  addition  of  the  words  '*  veterinary  dentistry,'* 
in  order  to  make  the  position  of  the  Board  stronger  in  such 
cases,  and  to  show  that  the  Legislature  intended  to  treat 
veterinary  dentistry  as  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine. 
The  Legislature  of  1911,  by  chapter  199,  accordingly 
amended  section  5,  chapter  249,  Acts  of  1903,  so  that  it  now 
reads :  — 

Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually,  and  shall  be 
exclusively  in  writing,  in  English.  There  shaU  be  suitable  questions 
to  test  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  apphcants  in  the  following 
subjects:  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  parasites,  obstetrics, 
pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics,  materia 
medica  and  veterinary  dentistry. 

Since  the  above  amendment  the  Board  has  prosecuted  a 
person  for  filing  horses'  teeth  in  the  city  of  Tatmton.  This 
man,  who  held  himself  out  as  a  veterinary  dentist,  was  tried 
and  convicted  by  the  municipal  court  at  Taunton,  and  or- 
dered to  pay  a  fine  of  $50,  from  which  he  appealed.  The

court,  in  passing  upon  this  case,  ruled  that  veterinary 
dentistry  is  a  branch  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  cited  the 
following  Superior  Court  decision,  namely:  Commonv^ealth 
V.  Porn,  196  Mass.,  page  326,  "  Section  7  of  chapter  76 
of  the  Revised  Laws  mentions  obstetrics  as  one  of  the  sub- 
jects of  examination  for  the  purpose  of  testing  an  appli- 
cant's fitness  to  '  practice  medicine.'  This  goes  far  towards 
showing  that  obstetrics  is  a  branch  of  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine. ..."  The  judge  considered  this  to  be  an  analogous 
case  in  that  should  the  words  "  veterinary  dentistry ''  be 
substituted  for  the  word  "  obstetrics  "  it  would  apply  to  the 
case  in  hand,  and  show  that  the  Legislature  intended  that 
persons  practicing  veterinary  dentistry  must  be  registered 
veterinarians.

Chapter  249.  Acts  of  1903. 

Ax  Act  to  provide  for  establishing  a  Board  of  Registration  in 
Veterinary  ^Medicine. 

[As  amended  in  sections  1  and  4  by  chapter  503  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  in  sections 
S  and  9  by  chapter  314  of  the  Acts  of  1907  and  in  section  5  by  chapter  199  of  the 
Acts  of  1911.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    The  governor,  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 

council,  shall  appoint  five  veteiiuarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  gi-aduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  registi'^ition  in  veteiinaiy  medicine.  Their  terms  of 
oflfice  shall  begin  on  the  fii-st  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for 
five  years,  or  until  their  successoi*s  are  appointed;  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  annually  thereafter,  before  the  fii^st  day  of  December, 
beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundi'ed  and  four,  one  veteri- 
narian, qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years 
from  the  first  day  of  January  next  ensuing.  Any  member  of  said 
board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  their  necessary 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretary  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  his  necessar}' 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  doUars,  actually  incurred  in  attending  to  the  necessary  work 
of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
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shall  deteimine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  elect- 
ing a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Said  board  shall  hold  regular 
meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November  of  each 
year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  determine.  Said  board  may  make  by-laws  and  rules  not  incon- 
sistent with  law  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  veteri- 
nary medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized 
school  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person  who  has  been 
a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a 
period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be  entitled  to  registration, 
and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  its 
chairman  and  secretary.  Registration  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  cease  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four.  All  applications  for  registration  under  this 
act  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  board,  and  shall 
be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 

Section  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid 
who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee 
of  fifteen  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  qualified 
by  the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
registration  as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person  who  fails 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  is  therefore  refused  regis- 
tration may  be  re-examined  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
within  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional  fee, 
and  thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  regular  meeting  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  examination.  The  fefes 
received  for  examination  and  registration  of  applicants  before  the 
board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  board,  after  a  hearing,  may 
by  unanimous  vote  revoke  any  certificate  issued  by  it  and  cancel 
the  registration  of  any  veterinarian  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  or  crime  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 

Section  5.  Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  annually, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  in  writing,  in  English.  There  shall  be 
suitable  questions  to  test  the  requisite  knowledge  of  the  applicants 
in  the  following  subjects :  —  Anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal 
parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice, 
therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  act,  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor. 
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Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  September 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Commonwealth 
who  does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 

Section  8.  Any  person  not  registered  as  provided  by  this  act 
who  holds  himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  or 
practices,  or  attempts  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  for  each  offence  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prohibit  advice  or  service,  in  a  case  of  emergency,  by  a  person  not 
entitled  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  under  this  act,  nor  to  pro- 
hibit farmers  from  rendering  ser^'ices  to  their  neighbors  if  they  do 
not  hold  themselves  out  as  veterinary  practitioners  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  the  prorisions  of  section  nine  of  chapter 
seventy-six  of  the  Revised  Laws  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
within  the  Commonwealth  by  physicians  and  surgeons  shall,  so  far 
as  they  may  be  applicable,  apply  to  the  practice  of  veterinai-y  medi- 
cine or  any  branch  thereof  by  veterinarians. 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  1904,  437 
certificates  of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  6  meetings  and  2 
examinations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before'  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an 
examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number,  is 
issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application;  tickets  are  also 
issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination,  if 
applied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination. 

At  least  two  examinations,  exclusively  in  v^riting,  and  in 
English,"  are  required  by  law  to  be  held  in  a  year,  and  these 
usually  take  place  during  the  second  week  in  July  and  No- 
vember. The  time  devoted  to  an  examination  is  two  days  of 
seven  hours  each. 

According  to  law  each  applicant  is  examined  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects:  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  parasites, 
obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice, 
therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry. 
There  is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each  sub- 
ject, and  the  answer  to  each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of 
0  to  100.  The  applicant's  general  average  is  then  computed, 
and  if  it  falls  below  70  per  cent,  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  name 
of  no  applicant  is  known  to  any  examiner,  with  the  exception 
of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a  number, 
upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  23  examinations.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "  correspondence 
school "  is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and 
has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  11  men, 
graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who  assumed 
that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinary  med- 
icine, yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any 
knowledge  of  veterinary  science.  The  result  shows  the  abso- 
lute impracticability  of  teaching  veterinary  medicine  by 
correspondence.  This  school  uses  the  mails  extensively  to 
send  out  literature  describing  its  efficiency  and  success,  hold- 
ing out  the  promise  to  credulous  persons  that  by  studying  its 
courses  they  will  be  fully  prepared  to  practice  veterinary  med- 
icine, and  giving  them  a  diploma  which  represents  them  as 
graduates  from  a  regular  school,  and  from  which  the  word 
"  correspondence "  is  intentionally  omitted.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  United  States  mail  authorities  do  not 
refuse  the  use  of  the  mails  to  this  and  similar  schools. 

Circular  150-B,  issued  Oct.  31,  1912,  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  is 
of  interest  in  this  connection.   It  reads :  —

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During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  11  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally,  and  has  prosecuted  successfully  3  individuals.  The 
cases  against  2  of  these  were  placed  on  file.  There  were  sev- 
eral complaints  against  the  third  individual  who  had  been 
successfully  prosecuted  in  the  previous  year.  He  was  found 
guilty  by  the  court  on  two  of  these  complaints,  and  ordered  to 
pay  a  fine  of  $50  on  one  and  serve  a  sentence  of  thirty  days 
in  the  House  of  Correction  on  the  other.  This  is  the  first 
sentence  of  imprisonment  that  has  been  imposed  for  the  illegal 
practice  of  veterinary  medicine.

The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  registration  in  veterinary  medicine.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one

Any  person  not  registered  as  provided  by  this  act 
who  holds  himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine,  or 
practices,  or  attempts  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  for  each  offence  be  deemed

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Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  1904,  447 
certificates  of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  7  meetings  and  2 
examinations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  S15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to 
an  examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  num- 
ber, is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application;  tickets  are 
also  issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examina- 
tion, if  applied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination. 

At  least  two  examinations,  ''exclusively  in  writing,  and  in 
English,"  are  required  by  law  to  be  held  in  a  year,  and  these 
usually  take  place  during  the  last  week  in  June  and  the 
second  week  in  November.  The  time  devoted  to  an  exam- 
ination is  two  days  of  seven  hours  each. 

According  to  law  each  applicant  is  examined  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects:  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  parasites, 
obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice, 
therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry. 
There  is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each 
subject,  and  the  answer  to  each  question  is  marked  on  a 
scale  of  0  to  100.  The  applicant's  general  average  is  then 
computed,  and  if  it  falls  below  70  per  cent,  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
name  of  no  applicant  is  known  to  any  examiner,  vnth  the 
exception  of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a 
number,  upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  25  examinations.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "correspondence 
school"  is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered 
and  has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
11  men,  graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who 
assumed  that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  vet- 
erinary medicine,  yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demon- 
strate any  knowledge  of  veterinary  science.  The  result 
shows  the  absolute  impracticability  of  teaching  veterinary 
medicine  by  correspondence.  This  school  uses  the  mails 
extensively  to  send  out  literature  describing  its  efficiency 
and  success,  holding  out  the  promise  to  credulous  persons 
that  by  studying  its  courses  they  will  be  fully  prepared  to 
practice  veterinary  medicine,  and  giving  them  a  diploma 
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which  represents  them  as  graduates  from  a  regular  school, 
and  from  which  the  word  "correspondence"  is  intentionally 
omitted.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  United  States  mail 
authorities  do  not  refuse  the  use  of  the  mails  to  this  and 
similar  schools. 

Circular  150— C,  issued  October,  1913,  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustry, is  of  interest  in  this  connection.    It  reads:  —

During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  12  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally,  and  has  prosecuted  2  indi\'iduals,  1  of  whom  was 
found  guilty  and  ordered  to  pay  a  fine  of  850. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associated  Faculties  and 
Veterinary  Examining  Boards  of  North  America,  held  as  a 
section  of  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association  ai 
its  fiftieth  annual  meeting  in  New  York  City  last  September, 
our  Board  was  represented  by  three  members.  At  that 
meeting  it  was  learned  that  several  States  required  practical 
as  well  as  written  examinations,  and  it  was  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  members  of  examining  boards  of  these  States 
that  practical  examinations  were  of  great  assistance  to  them 
in  determining  the  fitness  of  those  who  apply  for  registra- 
tion. For  some  time  past  this  Board  has  felt  the  need  of 
legislation  allowing  practical  as  well  as  written  examinations, 
and  we  accordingly  recommend  that  section  5  of  chapter 
249  of  the  Acts  of  1903  be  amended  so  that  it  shall  read:  — 

Examinations  shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  rating  in  the  Enghsh 
language,  and  shaU  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical  character.  They 
shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery*,  physiology',  animal 
parasites,  obstetrics,  patholog}'.  bacteriology*,  diagnosis  and  practice. 
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therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry,  and  shall  be 
sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  applicant's  fitness  to  practice  vet- 
erinary medicine.

Chapter  249,  Acts  of  1903. 

Ax  Act  to  prontde  fob  establishing  a  Board  of  Registration  m 
Veterinary  Medictne. 

[As  amended  in  sections  1  and  4  by  chapter  503  of  the  Acts  of  1906.  and  in  sections 
8  and  9  by  chapter  314  of  the  Acts  of  1907  and  in  section  5  by  chapter  199  of  the  Acts  of 
1911.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  registration  in  veterinary  medicine.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
himdred  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for 
ive  years,  or  tmtil  their  successors  are  appointed;  and  the  governor 
-hall  appoint  annually  thereafter,  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one  veteri- 
narian, qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years 
from  the  first  day  of  January  next  ensuing.  Any  member  of  said 
board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  their  necessary 
Travelling  and  contingent  expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretary  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  his  necessary 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three 
himdred  dollars,  actually  incurred  in  attending  to  the  necessary  work 
of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
shall  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  elect- 
ing a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.     Said  board  shall  hold  regular 
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meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November  of  each 
year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  determine.  Said  board  may  make  by-laws  and  rules  not  incon- 
sistent with  law  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  veteri- 
nary medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized 
school  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person  who  has  been 
a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a 
period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be  entitled  to  registration, 
and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  its 
chairman  and  secretary.

Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid 
who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee 
of  fifteen  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  qualified 
by  the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
registration  as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person  who  fails 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  is  therefore  refused  regis- 
tration may  be  re-examined  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
within  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional  fee, 
and  thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  regular  meeting  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  examination.  The  fees 
received  for  examination  and  registration  of  applicants  before  the 
board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.

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Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  1904,  450 
certilicates  of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  7  meetings  and  2 
examinations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  bv  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an 
examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number, 
is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application ;  tickets  are  also 
issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination,  if 
ajDplied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination.  By  a 
rule  of  the  Board  examinations  are  held  twice  annually,  in 
Juile  and  in  November.  These  examinations  shall  be  wholly 
or  in  part  in  writing  in  the  English  language,  and  shall  be 
of  a  scientific  and  practical  character.  They  shall  include 
the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  para- 
sites, obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  prac- 
tice, therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry, 
and  shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  applicant's  fitness 
to  practice  veterinary  medicine.  There  is  usually  an  average 
of  eight  questions  in  each  subject,  and  the  answer  to  each 
question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100.  The  applicant's 
general  average  is  then  computed,  and  if  it  falls  below  70 
per  cent,  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  name 
of  no  applicant  is  known  to  any  examiner,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a  num- 
ber, upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  27  examinations.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  tlie  correspondence 
school  "  is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and 
has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  11  men, 
graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who  assumed 
that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinary  medi- 
cine, yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any  knowl- 
edge of  veterinary  science.  The  result  shows  the  absolute 
impracticability  of  teaching  veterinary  medicine  by  corre- 
spondence. This  school  uses  the  mails  extensively  to  send 
out  literature  describing  its  efficiency  and  success,  holding  out 
the  promise  to  credulous  persons  that  by  studying  its  courses 
they  will  be  fully  prepared  to  practice  veterinary  medicine, 
and  giving  them  a  diploma  which  represents  them  as  gradu-

ates  from  a  regular  school,  and  from  whicli  the  word  cor- 
respondence "  is  intentionally  omitted.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  United  States  mail  authorities  do  not  refuse  the  use 
of  the  mails  to  this  and  similar  schools.

During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  11  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally. 

The  Legislature  enacted  the  reconmiendation  made  by  the 
Board  in  its  last  annual  report,  so  that  section  5  of  chapter 
219  of  the  Acts  of  1903  now  reads  as  follows :  — 

Examinations  shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing  in  the  Eng- 
lish language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical  character. 
They  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology, 
animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and 
practice,  therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry,  and 
shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  tlie  applicant's  fitness  to  prac- 
tice veterinary  medicine. 

The  Board  has  already  taken  advantage  of  this  amendment 
in  its  recent  examinations,  and  finds  that  the  results  justify 
the  wisdom  of  the  passage  of  the  amendment. 

The  Board  has  had  some  difficulty  in  getting  convictions 
of  persons  for  the  illegal  practice  of  veterinary  dentistry. 
Municipal  courts  have  advised  us  that  chapter  249  of  the  Acts 
of  1903,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  was  indefinite  as  to 
whether  the  Legislature  intended  that  veterinary  dentistry 
should  be  included  under  the  term  veterinary  medicine,  and 
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it  was  suggested  that  we  secure  from  the  Legislature  an 
amendment  to  the  act  defining  the  words  veterinary  medi- 
cine." Accordingly,  at  our  request  the  Legislature  amended 
section  7  of  chapter  249  of  the  Acts  of  1903  so  that  it  now 
reads :  — 

It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  practice  veterinary 
medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  commonwealth  who  does 
not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 

The  words  "  veterinary  medicine/'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  the  practice,  or  diagnosis  and  joractice  of  vet- 
erinary medicine,  veterinary  surgery  and  veterinaiy  dentistry  in 
regard  to  any  domestic  animal.

APPENDIX. 


LAW  RELATING  TO  THE  REGISTRATION  OF  VETERI- 
NARIANS. 

Chapter  249,  Acts  of  1903. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  establishing  a  Board  of  Registration  in 
Veterinary  Medicine. 

[As  amended  in  sections  1  and  4  by  chapter  503  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  in  sections  8  and 
9  by  chapter  314  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  in  section  5  by  chapter  199  of  the  Acts  of  1911  and 
chapter  116  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  and  in  section  7  by  chapter  750  of  the  Acts  of  1914.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  board  of  registration  in  veterinary  medicine.  Their  terms  of 
office  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for 
five  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed;  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  annually  thereafter,  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one  veteri- 
narian, qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years 
from  the  first  day  of  January  next  ensuing.  Any  member  of  said 
board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  by  the  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  their  necessary 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending 
meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretary  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  his  necessary 
travelling  and  contingent  expenses,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  actually  incurred  in  attending  to  the  necessary  work 
of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
shall  determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  elect- 
ing a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.     Said  board  shall  hold  regular 
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meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November  of  each 
year,  and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they 
may  determine.  Said  board  may  make  by-laws  and  rules  not  incon- 
sistent with  law  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro\dsions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  veteri- 
nary medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized 
school  of  veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person  who  has  been 
a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a 
period  of  three  years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be  entitled  to  registration, 
and  said  board  shall  issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  its 
chairman  and  secretary.  Registration  under  the  pro\dsions  of  this 
section  shall  cease  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four.  All  applications  for  registration  under  this 
act  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  the  board,  and  shall 
be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant. 

Section  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid 
who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee 
of  fifteen  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  qualified 
by  the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
registration  as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person  who  fails 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  is  therefore  refused  regis- 
tration may  be  re-examined  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
within  two  years  of  the  time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional  fee, 
and  thereafter  may  be  examined  at  any  regular  meeting  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  for  each  examination.  The  fees 
received  for  examination  and  registration  of  applicants  before  the 
board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.  Said  board,  after  a  hearing,  may 
by  unanimous  vote  revoke  any  certificate  issued  by  it  and  cancel 
the  registration  of  any  veterinarian  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  or  crime  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 

Section  5.  Examinations  shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing 
in  the  English  language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical 
character.  They  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgeiy, 
physiology,  animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology', 
diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics,  materia  mediea  and  veterinary 
dentistry,  and  shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  applicant's 
fitness  to  practice  veterinary  medicine. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  act,  which  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  September 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  practice 
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veteiinarr  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Commonwealth 
who  does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 

The  "words  "  veterinary  medicine/'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be 
constmed  to  include  the  practice,  or  diagnosis  and  practice  of  vet- 
erinaiy  medicine,  veterinary  surgeiy  and  veterinaiy  dentistry  in 
regard  to  any  domestic  animal. 

Section  S.  Any  pei-son  not  registered  as  pro\-ided  by  this  act 
who  holds  himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  veteiinary  medicine,  or 
practices,  or  attempts  to  practice  veteiinary  medicine  in  any  of  its 
branches  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  for  each  offence  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollai-s  or  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

Section  9,  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prohibit  advice  or  service,  in  a  case  of  emergency,  by  a  person  not 
entitled  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  under  this  act,  nor  to  pro- 
hibit faiTuers  from  rendeiing  sei-vices  to  their  neighboi-s  if  they  do 
not  hold  themselves  out  as  veterinary  practitioners  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  the  provisions  of  section  nine  of  chapter 
seventy-six  of  the  Revised  Laws  relating  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
within  the  Commonwealth  by  physicians  and  surgeons  shall,  so  far 
as  they  may  be  applicable,  apply  to  the  practice  of  veteiinai-y  medi- 
cine or  any  branch  thereof  by  veterinarians. 

Section  10.  Except  as  othei-wise  provided  herein  this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage. 


Chapter  503,  Acts  of  1906. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  said  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine,  and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  prosecuting 
officers. 


Chapter  76,  Revised  Laws. 

Section  9.*  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  shall  not  be 
held  to  discriminate  against  any  particular  school  or  system  of 
medicine,  to  prohibit  medical  or  surgical  service  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, or  to  prohibit  the  domestic  administration  of  family  medi- 
cines.

Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  1904,  461 
certificates  of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  S  meetings  and  2  ex- 
aminations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  Slo.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an 
examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number, 
■  is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application;  tickets  are  also 
issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination,  if 
applied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination.  By  a 
rule  of  the  Board  examinations  are  held  twice  annually,  in  June 
and  in  November.  These  examinations  shall  be  whoUy  or  in 
part  in  writing  in  the  English  language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scien- 
tific and  practical  character.  They  shall  include  the  subjects 
of  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology,  animal  parasites,  obstetrics, 
pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics, 
materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry,  and  shall  be  sufl&- 
ciently  thorough  to  test  the  applicant's  fitness  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine.  There  is  usually  an  average  of  eight  ques- 
tions in  each  subject,  and  the  answer  to  each  question  is  marked 
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on  a  scale  of  0  to  100.  The  applicant's  general  average  is  then 
computed,  and  if  it  falls  below  70  per  cent,  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
name  of  the  applicant  is  unknown  to  any  examiner,  with  the 
exception  of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a 
number,  upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  29  examinations. 

The  annexed  table  gives  a  list  of  the  schools  from  which 
the  college  men  were  graduated,  and  the  results  of  their 
examinations.  It  also  shows  the  results  of  the  examinations

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For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "correspondence 
school"  is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and 
has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  12  men, 
graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who  assumed 
that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinar\- 
medicine,  yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any 
knowledge  of  veterinary'  science.  The  result  shows  the 
absolute  impracticabilitj'  of  teaching  veterinary'  medicine 
by  correspondence.  This  school  uses  the  mails  extensively 
to  send  out  literature  describing  its  efficiency  and  success, 
holding  out  the  promise  to  credulous  persons  that  by  study- 
ing its  courses  they  will  be  fully  prepared  to  practice  vet- 
erinarj'  medicine,  giving  them  a  diploma  which  represents 
them  as  graduates  from  a  r^iilar  school,  and  from  which 
the  word  "correspondence"  is  intentionally  omitted.  It  is 
to  be  r^jetted  that  the  United  States  mail  authorities  do 
not  refuse  the  use  of  the  mails  to  this  and  similar  schools. 

Circular  150-C,  issued  October,  1913,  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  is  of 
interest  in  this  connection.    It  reads:  —

•  During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  16  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally. 

In  April,  at  the  request  of  Your  Excellency,  a  conference 
of  the  Boards  of  Registration  in  Dentistry,  Embalming, 
Medicine,  X'ursing,  Optometry,  Pharmacy  and  Veterinary 
Medicine,  together  with  the  Commission  on  Economy  and 
Efficiency,  was  held  in  the  executive  chamber,  to  consider 
the  feasibility  of  creating  a  central  bureau  of  all  the  Boards 
of  Registration  and  defining  its  duties.  The  possibility  of 
consolidating  these  Boards  has  been  considered  and  in-

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vestigated  several  times  in  the  past  by  the  Legislature.  The 
reason  given  for  such  desired  consolidation  has  been  economy, 
but  the  investigation  showed  conclusively  that  the  plan 
would  be  more  expensive  to  the  Conmionwealth,  and  that 
much  of  the  present  eflSciency  would  be  destroyed. 

One  of  the  immediate  reasons  for  the  calling  of  the  con- 
ference  at  that  time  was  that  the  allotment  of  space  in  the 
new  wing  of  the  State  House  was  being  considered.  Your 
Excellency  stating  that  the  fact  that  several  of  these  Boards 
have  no  oflBce  in  the  State  House  lessened  their  usefulness 
to  that  part  of  the  public  seeking  information  concerning 
the  various  professions  these  Boards  represent.  This  Board 
admitted  the  truth  of  this  statement;  in  fact  for  some  time 
past  we  have  felt  that  to  add  to  our  efficiency  representa- 
tion in  the  State  House  was  needed,  but  in  as  much  as  the 
work  of  this  Board  is  not  sufficiently  extensive  to  warrant 
the  emploATnent  of  a  permanent  clerk  in  an  office  at  the 
State  House,  we  did  not  feel  justified  in  asking  for  the  same. 

In  closing  the  conference  it  was  agreed  that  the  various 
Boards  should  communicate  in  writing  their  opinions  of  the 
plan  suggested  by  the  Commission  on  Economy  and  Effi- 
ciency. Accordingly  thi^  Board  sent  the  following  letter:  —

GzNTLEMEx:  —  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  several  Boards 
of  Registration  in  Dentistry,  Embalming,  Medicine,  Nmsing,  Op- 
tometry, Pharmacy  and  Veterinary  Medicine,  at  the  meeting  of  April 
9,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Yeterinary  Mediciae  submits  the  follow- 
ing suggestions:  — 

1.  There  should  be  established  at  the  State  House  a  central  bureau 
of  the  Boards  above  referred  to. 

2.  The  office  of  this  bureau  should  be  located  adjacent  to  the  quarters 
of  such  of  these  Boards  as  are  to  have  separate  rooms  in  the  State  House. 

3.  This  office  should  be  in  charge  of  a  general  clerk,  who  shall  be 
appointed  and  may  be  removed  by  the  joint  action  of  the  secretaries 
of  the  several  Boards. 

4.  The  general  clerk  should  perform  such  duties  as  maj-  be  designated 
by  the  several  Boards,  and  render  general  information  to  the  public 
on  all  matters  pertaining  to  registration. 
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5.  There  should  be  permanently  detailed  a  member  of  the  detective 
force  of  the  District  Police  to  investigate  and  prosecute  all  complaints, 
under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the  Board  making  them.  His 
office  should  be  Tvith  the  bureau,  and  the  general  clerk  should  render 
such  assistance  to  this  officer  as  the  secretary  of  any  of  the  several 
Boards  may  direct. 

6.  The  permanent  records  of  the  several  Boards,  except  those  having 
separate  offices,  should  be  kept  in  the  assigned  quarters  of  the  bureau, 
provided  that  an}"  secretarj^  of  a  Board  shall  have  power  to  retain 
temporarih"  or  remove  when  desired  any  records  of  his  Board  deemed 
necessar}^  for  its  work. 

7.  There  should  be  provided  in  the  office  of  the  central  bureau  desk 
room,  and  such  other  acconmiodations  as  may  be  necessary,  for  each 
secretary  of  a  Board  which  does  not  have  a  separate  room  in  the  State 
House.

LASV  RELATIXG   TO  THE   REGISTRATION  OF  ^TTERI- 

XARIANS. 

Chapter  249,  Acts  of  1903. 

Act  to  PRO^^DE  for  establishixg  a  Board  of  Registraiiox  ix 
Veterixary  ^Iedicixe. 

[As  amended  in  sections  1  and  4  by  chapter  503  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  in  sections  8  and  9  by- 
chapter  314  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  in  section  5  by  chapter  199  of  the  Acts  of  1911  and  chapter  116 
of  the  Acts  of  1914,  and  in  section  7  by  chapter  750  of  the  Acts  of  1914.] 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Sectiox  1.  The  governor,  with  the  ad\'ice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  veterinarians,  residents  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  graduates  of  a  school  of  veterinary'  medicine  recognized 
by  the  American  Veterinarv'  ^Medical  Association,  who  shall  constitute 
a  board  of  registration  in  veterinary  mechcine.  Their  terms  of  office 
shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  four,  and  they  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  yesns  and  one  for  five  years,  or  until 
their  successors  are  appointed;  and  the  governor  shall  appoint  annually 
thereafter,  before  the  first  day  of  December,  beginning  with  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  four,  one  veterinarian,  quaUfied  as  aforesaid,  who 
-hall  hold  office  for  five  years  from  the  first  day  of  January'  next  ensuing. 
Any  member  of  said  board  may  be  removed  from  office  for  cause  hy 
the  governor,  with  the  acMce  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and 
their  necessary  travelhng  and  contingent  expenses  actually  incurred  in 
attending  meetings  of  the  board.  The  secretary  shall  receive  an  addi- 
tional salary  of  tliree  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  his  necessary 
travelhng  and  contingent  expenses,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  actually  incurred  in  attending  to  the  necessary  work 
of  the  board.  The  said  salary  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury^  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sectiox  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall 
determine,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  a 
chairman  and  a  secretary-,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
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the  term  of  one  year.  Said  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  March,  July  and  November  of  each  year,  and  such 
additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  determine. 
Said  board  may  make  by-laws  and  rules  not  inconsistent  with  law 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  notify  all  persons  practicing  veterinary 
medicine  in  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  pub- 
lishing the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Commonwealth, 
and  every  such  person  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized  school,  of 
veterinary  medicine,  and  also  every  person  who  has  been  a  practitioner 
of  veterinary  medicine  in  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  three 
years  next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  be  entitled  to  registration,  and  said  board  shall 
issue  to  him  a  certificate  thereof  signed  by  its  chairman  and  secretary. 
Registration  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  cease  on  the 
first  day  of  September  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four.  All 
applications  for  registration  under  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  blanks 
furnished  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  ap- 
plicant. 

Section  4.  Any  person  not  entitled  to  registration  as  aforesaid 
who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
fifteen  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  qualified  by 
the  board  shall  be  registered  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion as  provided  in  section  three.  Any  person  who  fails  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  and  is  therefore  refused  registration  may  be  re- 
examined at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board  within  two  years  ol  the 
time  of  such  refusal,  without  additional  fee,  and  thereafter  may  be 
examined  at  any  regular  meeting  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  each  examination.  The  fees  received  for  examination  and 
registration  of  applicants  before  the  board  shall  be  paid  monthly  by 
the  secretary  of  the  board  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Said  board,  alter  a  hearing,  may  by  unanimous  vote  revoke  any  cer- 
tificate issued  by  it  and  cancel  the  registration  of  any  veterinarian  who 
has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  or  crime  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 

Section  5.  Examinations  shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing  in 
the  English  language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical  character. 
They  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology, 
animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis  and 
practice,  therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry,  and 
shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  co  test  the  apphcant's  fitness  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  a  register  of 
all  practitioners  qualified  under  this  act,  which  shall  be  open  to  pubhc 
inspection,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  first  day  of  September 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  for  any  person  to  praccice 
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veterinan'  medicine,  or  any  branch  thereof,  in  this  Commonweahh  who 
does  not  hold  a  certificate  issued  by  said  board. 

The  words  "  veterinary-  medicine,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  be  con- 
strued t^  include  the  practice,  or  diagnosis  and  practice  of  veterinar\' 
medicine,  vet«rinar\'  surgerj-  and  veterinary  dentistrj^  in  regard  to  any 
domestic  animal. 

Section  S.  Any  person  not  registered  as  pro\dded  by  this  act  who 
holds  himself  out  as  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicme,  or  practices 
or  attempts  to  practice  veterinary  medicine  in  any  of  its  branches  in 
this  Conmion wealth,  shall  for  each  offence  be  deemed  guiltj-  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  upon  com-iction  thereof  be  pimished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  dollai-s  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  t-enn  not  exceeding 
TWO  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisoimient. 

Section  9.  The  pro-vTsions  ot  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prohibit  ad\Tce  or  ser^-ice,  in  a  case  of  emergency,  by  a  person  not  en- 
titled to  practice  veterinary  medicine  imder  this  act.  nor  to  prohibit 
farmers  from  rendering  ser^-ices  to  their  neighbors  if  they  do  not  hold 
themselves  out  as  veterinaiy  practitioners  under  the  pro^'isioIlS  of  this 
act,  and  the  pro\'isions  of  section  nine  of  chapter  seventy  six  of  the 
Revised  Laws  relating  to  the  practice  or  medicine  within  the  Common- 
wealth by  physicians  and  surgeons  shall,  so  far  as  they  may  be  ap- 
pUcable,  apply  to  the  practice  of  veterinarj'  medicine  or  any  branch 
thereof  by  veterinarians. 

Section  10.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein  this  act  shall 
take  eft'ect  upon  its  passage. 


Chapter  503.  Acts  of  1906. 

Section  3.  Said  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  the  A-iola- 
tion  of  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  said  chapter  two  himdred  and 
forty-nine,  and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  prosecuting  officers. 


Chapter  76,  Revised  Laws.

ing in  this  Commonwealth;  nor  a  registered  pharmacist  in  prescribing 
gratuitousl}',  an  osteopathist,  pharmacist.  clairvo\'ant  or  person  prac- 
ticing hjTDnotism,  magnetic  healing,  mind  cure,  massage,  Christian 
science,  or  a  cosmopathic  method  of  healing;  it  they  do  not  ^^olate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  section  eight.

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  4  meetings  and  2 
examinations.  The  Board  has  also  attended  3  conferences 
with  various  legislative  committees  in  reference  to  Your 
Excellency's  recommendation  on  the  consolidation  of  the 
Boards  of  Registration  in  Dentistry,  Embalming,  Medicine, 
Nursing,  Optometry,  Pharmacy  and  Veterinary  Medicine.

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Eor  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "correspondence 
school"  is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and 
has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  13  men, 
graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who  assumed 
that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinary  medi- 
cine, yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any 
knowledge  of  veterinary  science.  The  result  shows  the  ab- 
solute impracticability  of  teaching  veterinary  medicine  by 
correspondence.  This  school  uses  the  mails  extensively  to 
send  out  literature  describing  its  efficiency  and  success, 
holding  out  the  promise  to  credulous  persons  that  by  study- 
ing its  courses  they  will  be  fully  prepared  to  practice  vet- 
erinary medicine,  giving  them  a  diploma  which  represents 
them  as  graduates  from  a  regular  school,  and  from  which 
the  word  "correspondence"  is  intentionally  omitted.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  the  United  States  mail  authorities  do 
not  refuse  the  use  of  the  mails  to  this  and  similar  schools. 

Circular  150-C,  issued  October,  1913,  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  is 
of  interest  in  this  connection.   It  reads:  —

During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  14  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally,  2  of  whom  have  been  found  guilty  before  district 
courts.

Meanwhile  the  men  who 
secure  registration  from  the  Board  show  that  they  have 
received  more  thorough  training  in  veterinary  science  from 
their  respective  schools  than  those  who  graduated  in  previous 
years.

During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  12  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally,  1  of  whom  has  been  found  guilty  on  two  complaints 
before  different  district  courts.  This  individual,  an  itinerant 
veterinary  dentist,  had  in  previous  years  been  brought  before 
the  courts  for  the  illegal  practice  of  veterinary  medicine,  the 
Board  having  assumed  that  veterinary  dentistry  was  a 
branch  of  veterinary  medicine.  The  courts,  however,  ruled 
that  veterinary  dentistry  was  not  a  branch  of  veterinary 
medicine,  and  in  two  instances  the  defendant  was  discharged. 
By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1914,  veterinary

Consequently,  when 
a  similar  complaint  was  brought  against  this  individual 
during  the  past  year,  conviction  was  secured  without  dif- 
ficulty.

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Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  1904,  481 
certificates  of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  7  meetings.  Only  1  ex- 
amination was  held  as  it  was  found  that  the  class  of  men  who 
usually  apply  for  the  November  examination  were  in  military 
service  and  so  could  not  give  the  time  for  the  examination. 
Also  this  year,  as  last,  at  the  request  of  the  Ci\Tl  Service 
Commission,  a  special  examination  was  given  to  qualify  vet- 
erinarians for  the  Department  of  Animal  Industry.  The 
Board  considered  that  such  examinations  might  very  propn 
erly  be  deemed  a  part  of  its  duty,  and  gladly  consented  to 
give  its  time  and  experience  and  training  as  examiners  to 
aid  another  department  of  the  Commonwealth.  For  this 
examination  the  necessary  traveling  and  contingent  expenses 
of  members  attending  the  requisite  meetings  were  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  this  Board. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  appUcations  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  S15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an 
examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number, 
is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application;  tickets  are  also 
issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination,  if 
appUed  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination.  By  a 
rule  of  the  Board  examinations  are  held  twice  annually,  in 
June  and  in  November.  The  law  requires  that  these  exami- 
nations shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing,  in  the  English 
language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical  character. 
They  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  physi- 
ology, animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology, 
diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  vet- 
erinary dentistry,  and  shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  to  test 
the  appUcant's  fitness  to  practise  veterinary  medicine.  There 
is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each  subject,  and 
the  answer  to  each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100. 
The  applicant's  general  average  is  then  computed,  and  if  it 
falls  below  70  per  cent,  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
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name  of  the  applicant  is  unknown  to  any  examiner,  with  the 
exception  of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears 
a  number,  upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  34  examinations.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "correspondence 
school"  is  Hsted  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and 
has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  13  men, 
graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who  assumed 
that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinary  medi- 
cine, yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any 
knowledge  of  veterinary  science.  The  result  shows  the  abso- 
lute impracticability  of  teaching  veterinary  medicine  by  cor- 
respondence. This  school  uses  the  mails  extensively  to  send 
out  literature  describing  its  efficiency  and  success,  holding 
out  the  promise  to  credulous  persons  that  by  studying  its 
courses  they  will  be  fully  prepared  to  practise  veterinary 
medicine,  giving  them  a  diploma  which  represents  them  as 
graduates  from  a  regular  school,  and  from  which  the  word 
"correspondence"  is  intentionally  omitted.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  the  United  States  mail  authorities  do  not  refuse 
the  use  of  the  mails  to  this  and  similar  schools. 

Circular  150-C,  issued  October,  1913,  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  is 
of  interest  in  this  connection.    It  reads:  —

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  chapter 
249  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Veteri-

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  eight  meetings,  and 
an  examination  on  July  8  and  9.

At  the  request  of  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  the  Board 
rated  an  applicant  for  the  position  of  veterinarian  to  the 
Division  of  Animal  Industry. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an 
examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number,  is 
issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application.  Tickets  are  also 
issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination  if 
applied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination.  By 
a  rule  of  the  Board,  examinations  are  held  twice  annually,  in 
June  and  in  November.  The  law  requires  that  these  exami- 
nations shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing,  in  the  English 
language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical  character. 
They  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  physi- 
ology, animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology, 
diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics,  materia  medica  and 
veterinary  dentistry,  and  shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  to 
test  the  applicant's  fitness  to  practice  veterinary  medicine. 
There  is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each  sub- 
ject, and  the  answer  to  each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale 
of  0  to  100.  The  applicant's  general  average  is  then  com- 
puted, and  if  it  falls  below  70  per  cent  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
name  of  the  applicant  is  unknown  to  any  examiner,  with  the 
exception  of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a 
number,  upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  37  examinations.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "correspondence 
school"  is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and 
has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.

During  the  year  the  Board  has  investigated  complaints 
against  five  individuals  for  practicing  veterinary  medicine 
illegally. 

In  June,  1921,  a  conference  on  bovine  tuberculosis  eradica- 
tion was  held  at  the  State  House,  Boston,  by  the  Bureau  of 
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Animal  Industry,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Di\'ision  of  Animal  Industry,  together 
with  the  Massachusetts  Veterinary  Association.  To  this 
conference  all  the  representative  veterinarians  of  New  Eng- 
land were  invited,  many  of  whom  attended,  all  the  States 
being  represented.  During  the  conference,  on  account  of  the 
overlapping  of  the  tuberculin  test  work  of  private  veteri- 
narians, the  question  of  registration  of  veterinarians  in  the 
New  England  States  was  introduced.

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  chapter  112 
of  the  General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Veterinary 
Medicine  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1922. 

Seven  persons  have  applied  for  registration  during  the  year, 
all  but  one  of  whom  have  been  examined;  also  one  person  has 
been  re-examined  who  had  applied  for  registration  previous 
to  this  year.  All  of  these  applicants  were  graduates  of  veteri- 
nary schools  authorized  to  confer  degrees  in  veterinary  medi- 
cine.

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Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  Jan.  1,  1904,  503  cer- 
tificates of  registration  have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  seven  meetings  and  two 
examinations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for 
examination  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to  him  at  least  three 
days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 
accompanied  by  the  fee  of  S15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an 
examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number, 
is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application.  Tickets  are  also 
issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re-examination  if 
applied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination.  By  a 
rule  of  the  Board,  examinations  are  held  twice  annually,  in 
June  and  in  November.  The  law  requires  that  these  examina- 
tions shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing,  in  the  English 
language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical  character. 
They  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  physiology, 
animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis 
and  practice,  therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary 
dentistry,  and  shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  appli- 
cant's fitness  to  practice  veterinary  medicine.  There  is  usually 
an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each  subject,  and  the  answer 
to  each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100.  The  appli- 
cant's general  average  is  then  computed,  and  if  it  falls  below 
70  per  cent  he  is  rejected. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  name 
of  the  applicant  is  unknown  to  any  examiner,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a  number, 
upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  41  examinations.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  ''correspondence  school 
is  listed  as  a  school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and  has  no 
right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  13  men,  gradu- 
ates of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who  assumed  that 
they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinary  medicine, 
yet  failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any  knowledge 
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of  veterinary  science.  The  result  shows  the  absolute  imprac- 
ticability of  teaching  veterinary  medicine  by  correspondence 
This  school  uses  the  mails  extensively  to  send  out  literatur 
describing  its  efficiency  and  success,  holding  out  the  promise 
to  credulous  persons  that  by  studying  its  courses  they  will  be 
fully  prepared  to  practice  veterinary  medicine,  giving  them  a 
diploma  which  represents  them  as  graduates  from  a  regular 
school,  and  from  which  the  word  "correspondence"  is  inten- 
tionally omitted.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  United  States 
mail  authorities  do  not  refuse  the  use  of  the  mails  to  this  and 
similar  schools. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  American  Veterinary  Medical 
Association,  the  following  veterinary  colleges  have  discontinued 
during  the  past  two  years:  —

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  three  meetings  and  two  examinations. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for  examination  must 
be  made  upon  blanks  iTurnished  for  this  purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned 
to  him  at  least  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed 
and  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $15.  A  ticket  of  admission  to  an  examination, 
showing  the  date  and  the  applicant's  number,  is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this 
application.  Tickets  are  also  issued  to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  a  re- 
examination if  applied  for  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination.  By  a 
ruling  of  the  Board,  examinations  are  held  twice  annually,  in  June  and  in 


November.  The  law  requires  that  these  e^CSminations  shall  be  wholly  or  in 
part  in  writing,  in  the  English  language,  and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  prac- 
tical character.  They  shall  include  the  subjects  of  anatomy,  surgery,  phys- 
iology, animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  pathology,  bacteriology,  diagnosis,  and 
practice,  therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  veterinary  dentistry,  and  shall  be 
sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  applicant's  fitness  to  practice  veterinary  medi- 
cine. There  is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each  subject,  and  the 
answer  to  each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100,  after  which  the 
applicant's  general  average  is  computed. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  name  of  the  appli- 
cant is  unknown  to  any  examiner,  with  the  exception  of  the  secretary.  Each 
examination  book  bears  a  number,  upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  50  examinations. 

During  the  life  of  the  Board  there  have  been  671  applicants  for  examina- 
tion for  registration  in  veterinary  medicine;  of  this  number  533  were  granted 
registration,  and  138  were  refused  registration.

There 
is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each  subject,  and  the  answer  to 
each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100,  after  which  the  applicant's 
general  average  is  computed. 


In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne'in  mind  that  the  name  of  the  applicant 
is  unknown  to  any  examiner,  with  the  exception  of  the  secretary.  Each  ex- 
amination book  bears  a  number,  upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  52  examinations. 

During  the  life  of  the  Board  there  have  been  687  applicants  for  registration 
in  veterinary  medicine;  of  this  number  545  were  granted  registration,  133  were 
refused  registration,  5  have  not  appeared  for  examination,  and  4  are  to  be 
examined.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "correspondence  school"  is  listed  as  a 
school,  although  it  is  not  chartered  and  has  no  right  to  issue  degrees.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  14  men,  graduates  of  this  school,  have  been  examined,  who 
assumed  that  they  had  received  a  proper  training  in  veterinary  medicine,  yet 
failed  by  our  examination  to  demonstrate  any  knowledge  of  veterinary  science.

Since  the  organization  of  the  Board,  January  1,  1904,  627  certificates  of  regis- 
tration have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  held  four  meetings  and  one  examination. 

According  to  the  rules  of  the  Board,  all  applications  for  examination  must  be 
made  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this  purpose  by  the  secretary,  and  returned  to 
him  at  least  three  days  before  the  date  of  examination,  properly  executed  and 


accompanied  by  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  and  a  copy  of  the  applicant's  birth  certifi- 
cate. A  ticket  of  admission  to  the  examination,  showing  the  date  and  the  appli- 
cant's number,  is  issued  on  the  receipt  of  this  application.  Tickets  are  also  issued 
to  rejected  applicants  entitled  to  re-examination  if  applied  for  three  days  before 
the  date  of  examination.  By  a  ruling  of  the  Board,  if  there  are  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  applicants,  examinations  are  held  twice  annually.  The  law  requires  that 
these  examinations  shall  be  wholly  or  in  part  in  writing,  in  the  English  language, 
and  shall  be  of  a  scientific  and  practical  character.  They  shall  include  the  sub- 
jects of  anatomy,  physiology,  surgery,  animal  parasites,  obstetrics,  patholog>', 
bacteriology,  diagnosis  and  practice,  therapeutics,  materia  medica,  and  veterinary 
dentistry,  and  shall  be  sufficiently  thorough  to  test  the  applicant's  fitness  to  prac- 
tice veterinary  medicine.  There  is  usually  an  average  of  eight  questions  in  each 
subject,  and  the  answer  to  each  question  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  0  to  100,  after 
which  the  applicant's  general  average  is  computed.  In  this  connection,  it  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  name  of  the  applicant  is  unknown  to  any  examiner, 
v.ith  the  exception  of  the  secretary.  Each  examination  book  bears  a  number, 
upon  which  the  examiner  reports  his  rating. 

Since  its  organization  the  Board  has  held  63  examniations. 

During  the  life  of  the  Board  there  have  been  773  applicants  for  registration  in 
veterinary  medicine:  of  this  number  627  were  granted  registration,  139  were 
refused  registration,  and  7  have  not  appeared  for  examination.

For  the  purpose  of  convenience  the  "correspondence  school"  is  listed  as  a 
school,  although  it  was  not  chartered,  and  had  no  right  to  issue  degrees.

To  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  O'Riordan,  Director  of  Registrations: 

Madam: — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  112  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Veterinary  Medicine  submits  its 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1940. 

Sixteen  persons  have  apphed  for  registration  during  the  year,  of  whom  three 
were  not  graduates  of  any  veterinary  school.  Only  fourteen  of  these  apphcants 
appeared  for  examination,  and  of  this  number  eleven  graduates  succeeded  in 
securing  registration  as  a  result  of  this  examination.
